GENEVA, APRIL 17 (AP)-THE UNITED STATES, BRITAIN AND THE SOVIET 
UNION TODAY ADOPTED A TREATY PREAMBLE EXPRESSING HOPE THAT ALL THE 


NATIONS OF THE WORLD WILL REFRAIN FOREVER FROM TESTING NUCLEAR WEAPONS 


SUCH A PROMISE FROM OTHER COUNTRIES WOULD BE NEEDED, THE THREE 
POWERS DECIDED, TO INSURE SATISFACTORY OPERATION OF AN’ 
INTERNATIONAL CONTROL SYSTEM TO POLICE A NUCLEAR TEST SUSPENSION. 

BUT THE THREE-POWER CONFERENCE, CALLED TO DRAFT A TREATY ON NUCLEAR 
TEST BANS, IS DEADLOCKED OVER THE CONTROL SYSTEM. THE SOVIET UNION 
WANTS A VETO OVER CONTROL MACHINERY OPERATIONS AND WANTS TO LIMIT THE 
NUMBER OF FOREIGN TEST BAN INSPECTORS ON SOVIET SOIL. 

APPROVAL OF THE PREAMBLE BY THE TEST SUSPENSION CONFERENCE BROUGHT 
TO 10 THE NUMBER OF SECTIONS OF A DRAFT TREATY AGREED UPON SINCE THE 
NEGOTIATIONS OPENED OCT. 31. 

AT PRESENT ONLY THE THREE POWERS TAKING PART IN THE GENEVA TALKS 
HAVE TESTED ATOMIC AND HYDROGEN WEAPONS. BUT FRANCE, WEST GERMANY 
SWEDEN, COMMUNIST CHINA AND POSSIBLY SOME OTHER NATIONS ARE BELIEVED 
CAPABLE OF MAKING THEM. 


IF A TREATY EVER IS COMPLETED ALL OTHER NATIONS OF THE WORLD 
WILL BE ELIGIBLE TO BECOME SIGNERS. 

THE PREAMBLE PLEDGED THE THREE POWERS--AND ALL OTHERS WHO MIGHT 
SIGN THE TREATY--TO TRY TO WORK OUT THE EVENTUAL ELIMINATION AND 
PROHIBITION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL AND LIMIT THE USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY TO PEACEFUL PURPOSES.
